Around Springfield 
Liquor Control Unit 
Tool in Crime Fight. 


By TOM LOFTUS 


SPRINGFIELD (Special) — Utilization of the 
Illinois Liquor Control commission with local li- 
quor commissioners as a tool to fight organized 
crime will be the major subject of a conference in 
Springfield December 12 and 13. 

Howard S. Cartwright, chairman of the state liquor commis- 
sion, said all mayors and chairmen of county boards of super- 
visors—the ex-officio liquor commissioners of cities and coun- 
ties—are invited to attend the two-day session. 

The conference, the first of its kind ever scheduled by the 
state liquor commission, is designed to establish closer co- 
operation between the liquor law enforcement bodies on the 
state and local levels, Cartwright explained. | 

“We will explain to the local commissioners how necessary 
it is to co-ordinate liquor law enforcement from the city or 
county level with the state commission's efforts as an anti- 
crime device," he said. 


FOR INSTANCE, the chairman said, the state commission 
is now authorized to fingerprint suspicious applicants for liquor 
licenses. Such prints will then be sent to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation in Washington. 

If an answer from the FBI indicates that the applicant has 
a felony conviction under another name in another síate, 
Cartwright said, the state commission will then: 


1. Notify the FBI of where the applicant applied for a liquor 
license to operate a tavern and who his associates were in that 
enterprise. 

2. Notify all local liquor commissioners of the felorfy record 
of the appliqant. 

3. Мону е Illinois Crime Investigating commissiog. 

“We kndw from long experience," Cartwright вай, “that 
there is a tdndency among certain elements in organized crime 
to move into the liquor distribution and liquor sales business. 
This new and co-ordinated use of the state and local commis- 
sions is intended to stop such efforts by the crime syndicate 
and at the same time protect the honest man who runs a 
tavern." 


THE FBI AND federal district attorneys have indicated the 
state liquor commission could and should be used more effi- 
ciently against any infiltration by criminal elements into the 
tavern supply or retail business, the chairman said, adding: 

. “And we think the most efficient way to do that is for 
the stata commission to let the appropriate local commis- 
sioner kgow what is being done in an investigative way, and 
by the game token, for the local liquor jcommission to let 
the stat£ commission know what is being Hone in a city or a 
county.” 

Together, Cartwright said, the state and a city or the state 
and a county—or for that matter, all three acting together in 

a fringe area—represent the most effective way to eliminate 
organized criminal combines from taking over any portion of 
the liquor business. . | 
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"Keeping the crime syndicate out of the liquor business 
saves future headaches, too, about taverns being used by 
hoodlums to pedd—rarvotics, to use аѕ а fron} for gambling of - 
all kinds or to use as a front for prostitution?”

CARTWRIGHT SAID he expects a “good representation" 
from mayors of cities throughout the state at the conference, 
but he thinks a statutorial provision concerning county boards 
of supervisors may force many board chairmen to limit attend- 
ance to one day, or skip the conference completely. 


Illinois law specities that the second Tuesday in December 
is one day on which an annual meeting of county boards of 
supervisors must be held. This year, that is December 13. 


Governor Otto Kerner will be principal speaker for one 
session of the conference, outlining the need for closer co- 
operation betwe lies and counties with the state, Cart- 
wright said, bf the governor will not limit spes To r such 
co-operation to just liquor units. 

“He may also speak about the added service now available 
in his office for cities and counties,” Cartwright said, ‘‘and he 
may remind cities and counties again that a staff assistant, 
Sam Eubanks, will help them co-ordinate any state effort with 
any local need.”
